The heavy rains that have come to the 
Ukiah Valley after a prolonged dry spell have 
begun to reverse the flow of water out of Lake 
Mendocino, but they have also filled the sea- 
sonal streams that run through Ukiah into the 
Russian River. 

Most of the streams run out of the Western 
Hills, and Russian River keeper Don 
McEnhill said much of the water from those 
streams comes from groundwater, supple- 
mented by rain. 

Sonoma County Water Agency biologist 
Sean White said these type of streams are not 
unique to the Ukiah Valley but are found all 
along the Russian River Watershed as far 
south as Healdsburg. 

The first storms of winter that hit the valley 
do not usually bring water into the streams 
because the streams have gravel beds that 
absorb the rain and groundwater must be 


charged before it spills over into the stream. 

“They take a while to get charged up,” 
McEnhill said. 

Most of that water spills into the Russian 
River, but it also recharges underground 
aquifers on the valley floor. 

The lower reaches of the streams will dry 
up in the summer, but McEnhill said the upper 
parts have water all year round. 

White said steelhead will regularly spawn 
in places like Orr Creek and Feliz Creek, 
climbing all the way up to the headwaters in 
the winter, spawning, and then leaving or 
dying before the water recedes. 

“Almost all of them have steelhead popula- 
tions,” White said. 

Young steelhead will grow up in pools dur-

Thompson lauds passage of Energy Act

The House of Representatives passed a 
final version of the Energy Independence 
and Security Act this week, landmark 
energy legislation that is expected to make 
our country more energy independent, cut 
energy costs for families and reduce glob- 
al warming. The legislation was passed by 
a vote of 314-100 Tuesday and was signed 
into law by President Bush on Wednesday. 


“The Energy Independence and 
Security Act is an historic step toward 
improving our environment and decreas- 
ing our dependency on foreign oil,” said 
Congressman Mike Thompson, D-Napa. 
“This legislation is going to have a 
tremendous impact on our country’s future

and gasoline,” Thompson said. “This bill 
sets our country on a course toward rein- 
ing in these prices while simultaneously 
conserving our natural resources.” 

Provisions in the original bill that 
would have strengthened and extended tax 
credits for renewable energies like solar, 
geothermal and biomass were dropped by 
the Senate in order to secure a majority of 
support. 

“These provisions would have helped 
American households and businesses save 
money and reduce their carbon footprint. 
I’m extremely disappointed they were 
removed by the Senate,” Thompson said. 
“However, TU work to ensure we com- 
plete the greening of our tax code as soon 
as possible next year.”

H.R. 6 is expected to increase fuel effi- 
ciency to 35 miles per gallon in 2020 -- the 
first congressional increase in 32 years -- 
and slash U.S. oil consumption by more 
than 4 million barrels per day by 2030. 
The legislation also expands the use of 
American-grown biofuels to 36 billion 
gallons in 2022 and increases the efficien- 
cy of buildings, homes, appliances and 
lighting.

"Seniors and people with disabilities 
are being asked to make some important 
decisions right now," said Berg, D- 
Eureka. "Unfortunately, swindlers see 
that as an opportunity for a quick buck." 

Berg's e-mailed message arrived with 
the subject line, “Message from State 
Capitol." In it, she reminds seniors of the 
Dec. 31 deadline to change or enroll in a 
Medicare prescription drug program. She 
encourages everyone involved in the 
process to seek free expert help, and she 
warns of hucksters who prey on the elder- 
ly. 

"Please do not ever give out your per- 
sonal information to people knocking on 
your door or calling you on the phone,"

Bush says Democratic Congress 
wasted time and taxpayers’ 
money at times 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Bush, suc- 
cessful in forcing the Democratic Congress to bend 
to his will, complained Thursday that lawmakers had 
wasted time and taxpayers' money. His aggressive 
stand set a confrontational tone for Bush's final year 
in the White House. 

Bush used a year-end news conference to scold 
lawmakers for stuffing 9,800 special-interest pro- 
jects into a $550 billion spending measure. He 
directed his budget director to explore how to erase 
what Bush considers wasteful spending. 

What began as a troubling year for Bush, facing a 
new, energetic Democratic Congress, ended in tri- 
umph for the president as frustrated Democrats 
nursed their losses. Democrats failed in their No. 1 
objective to stop the war in Iraq and bowed to Bush 
and his veto threats on tax policies, energy legisla- 
tion, children's health insurance and general spend- 
ing. After months of bitter fights, Bush said the year 
was ending on a high note. "It's an antagonistic 
world from some people's point of view," the presi- 
dent said. “I try to make it less that way and to focus 
on high priorities." 


Pentagon plans big increase 
for understaffed Iraq 
weapons sales office 


WASHINGTON (AP)— The Pentagon is bolster- 
ing a badly understaffed office in Baghdad to speed 
the flow of warfighting gear to Iraqi forces and help 
keep the weapons from insurgents and off the black 
market. The increase in staff from six to nearly 70 
includes a two-star general who arrived in Iraq two 
weeks ago to manage the expanding team. Army 
Reserve Maj. Gen. George Smith replaces a colonel, 
evidence of the greater clout for the office handling 
billions of dollars in arms sales. 

The new push is intended to untie the bureaucrat- 
ic knots blocking aircraft, armored vehicles, radios, 
and guns from getting to Iragi police and the military 
units that are taking more control over the country's 
security. Over the summer, Iraqi officials com- 
plained bitterly that the delays were forcing their 
troops to fight with inferior equipment. 

As demands for more and better gear have esca- 
lated, so too have concerns over who is winding up 
with the supplies. Corruption within Iraq's govern- 
ment has been well documented and tens of thou- 
sands of U.S.-supplied weapons have gone missing; 
terrorist groups allegedly have used some of the fire- 
power. In one case, Turkish officials complained to 
U.S. authorities that guns the Turks seized from a 
Kurdish militant group had markings matching those 
on weapons intended for Iraqi forces. 


Hidden rooms in Iraq reveal 
disturbing past: torture by 
extremists, silence in village 


BAGHDAD (AP) — Blood-splotches on walls, 
chains hanging from a ceiling and swords on the 
killing floor — the artifacts left a disturbing tale of 
brutalities inside a suspected al-Qaida in Iraq torture 
chamber. But there was yet another chilling fact out- 
side the dirt-floor dungeon. Villagers say they knew 
about the torment but were too intimidated by 
extremists to tell authorities until now. 

Stories such as these — claims of insurgent abus- 
es and the silence of frightened Iraqis — have 
emerged with increasing frequency and clarity 
recently as U.S.-led forces push deeper into former 
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extremist fiefdoms and forge alliances with tribes 
seeking to reclaim their regions. 

The reports and tips now pouring in build a har- 
rowing portrait of rule under al-Qaida and its back- 
ers: mass graves, ruthless punishments, self-styled 
Islamic courts ordering summary executions. 

Such a lead brought soldiers earlier this month to 
the hidden room in Muqdadiyah, about 60 miles 
north of Baghdad, the U.S. military said Thursday. 
Graffiti on the building proclaimed “Long Live the 
Islamic State" — a reference to the Islamic gover- 
nance, or caliphate, sought in Iraq by Sunni extrem- 
ist groups that include al-Qaida. 

Scrawled in white paint above a bed in the torture 
area was a Quranic phrase in Arabic normally used 
to welcome a guest. But the context suggested only 
sadistic mockery: “Come in, you are safe." 


Police, protesters scuffle in 
New Orleans as council approves 
public housing demolition 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Despite protests that at 
times erupted in violence, the City Council voted 
unanimously Thursday in favor of demolishing 
some 4,500 public housing units as the city rebuilds 
from Hurricane Katrina. 

The vote to permit the federal government to tear 
down four public housing developments was a criti- 
cal moment in a protracted fight between the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Development 
and residents, activists and preservationists. 

Some public housing residents repeated during 
the daylong debate that they welcome the plan to 
replace the decades-old structures with mixed- 
income housing. 

Other residents and their advocates said they fear 
the plan will result in loss of badly needing housing 
for the city's low-income black residents. 

The vote crossed racial lines with the three black 
council members joining four whites. 


Giuliani heads home after 
checkup at St. Louis hospital 
for flu-like symptoms 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — Republican presidential can- 
didate Rudy Giuliani was released from a St. Louis 
hospital Thursday after spending the night to under- 
go tests for flu-like symptoms. 

“I feel great. Take care. Merry Christmas, I’m 
feeling fine thanks to the hospital. They did a great 
job." a smiling and waving Giuliani said as he left 
Barnes-Jewish Hospital en route to returning to New 
York. His campaign said he would make planned 
stops in New Hampshire Saturday and Sunday. 

The former New York mayor felt the symptoms 
while campaigning for the nomination in Missouri, 
and they soon became worse, campaign spokes- 
woman Katie Levinson said late Wednesday. She did 
not describe the symptoms beyond those being com- 
monly associated with the flu. 

In a statement Thursday, the campaign said doc- 
tors had performed a series of precautionary tests 
and the results were normal. 


Neighbor of Clintons is arrested 
in wife's killing during drive 
home from New York City 


CHAPPAQUA, N.Y. (AP) — A neighbor of for- 
mer President Bill Clinton and Hillary Rodham 
Clinton was arrested Thursday in the slaying of his 
wife, who he claimed had been shot by a stranger on 
a dark suburban road. 

Carlos Perez-Olivo, a disbarred lawyer who was 
wounded himself in the Nov. 18, 2006, shooting, 
was expected in county court later Thursday, said 
Lucian Chalfen, spokesman for Westchester County 
District Attorney Janet DiFiore. Chalfen did not say 
what charge or charges Perez-Olivo faced. 
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Perez-Olivo's lawyer has said his client is inno- 
cent. He did not immediately return a telephone call 
seeking comment Thursday. 

Peggy Perez-Olivo, 55, was shot in the head as 
she and her husband were driving from Manhattan 
toward their home just three doors from the Clintons 
in Chappaqua. The teacher's assistant at a 
Chappaqua school died two days later. 

Carlos Perez-Olivo, 59, was shot in the abdomen. 
He said the shots were fired by a man who cut off 
their sport utility vehicle on a dark road, then 
climbed into the vehicle and shot both of them. 


U.S. astronaut mourns his 
mother from orbit; his ride home 
won't arrive until next month 


HOUSTON (AP) — Daniel M. Tani's 90-year-old 
mother died in an auto accident this week, but he has 
no way of getting home until late January. He must 
grieve from more than 200 miles away — in orbit, 
aboard the international space station. 

Its a heartbreaking situation no other American 
astronaut has experienced. And it's made all the 
more tragic by Tani's devotion to his mother, Rose, 
who raised him and his siblings alone in suburban 
Chicago after their father died when he was 4. 

“He is obviously pretty sad," the astronaut’s 
brother, Richard Tani, said in Thursday's Chicago 
Sun-Times. *He was pretty close to her. We are all 
close to her. She was loved by everyone." 

Tani's wife and a flight surgeon on the ground 
broke the news in a video conference call with the 
46-year-old astronaut. But phone calls and e-mails 
from space are as close as Tani can get to the loving 
embrace of his family. Tani has been on the space 
station since late October and had been scheduled to 
return to Earth as early as Monday of this week 
aboard space shuttle Atlantis, but fuel gauge prob- 
lems delayed the Dec. 6 launch until January. 


Nick considering teen pregnancy 
special in wake of news about 
16-year-old Jamie Lynn Spears 


NEW YORK (AP) — Nickelodeon is considering 
a special for its young audience about sex and love 
following the news that 16-year-old “Zoey 101” star 
Jamie Lynn Spears is pregnant. The television net- 
work has made no announcement about the future of 
“Zoey 101,” its popular program aimed primarily at 
youngsters aged 9-14. Filming for the show’s fourth 
and final season has finished, and episodes are 
scheduled to begin airing in February. 

For the special, Nickelodeon said it’s talking with 
Linda Ellerbee, the veteran newswoman who has 
stepped in frequently in the past with shows on talk- 
ing to children about difficult issues in the news. 
She’s done shows about same-sex parents, AIDS, the 
Columbine shooting and President Clinton’s 
impeachment scandal. 


Dutch police serve hash cake to 
man suspected of growing cannabis 


AMSTERDAM, Netherlands (AP) — A man 
being held in a Dutch police cell on suspicion of 
growing cannabis got an unintended treat in his 
lunch — a piece of hashish-laced cake, a spokesman 
said Thursday. 

“It was an accident," said Alwin Don, police 
spokesman in the southern province of Zeeland. 

The hash cake had earlier been seized by police in 
an unrelated investigation and stored in a refrigerator 
— close to lunch packets served to suspects being 
held in cells at the police station in Goes, 110 miles 
south of Amsterdam. “Clearly it looked a lot like the 
other lunch packets,” Don said of the hash cake, 
which was served with a cup of coffee on Sunday. 
“Officers returned to the cell a half hour later and the 
suspect told them: ‘I think you’ve given me some- 
thing you weren't supposed to,” Don said.

Creating a 


Of all of the desserts that 
adorn our tables at Christmas, 
none evokes child-like 
excitement like the French 
pastry Buche de Noel, also 
known as a Yule log. 

As beautiful as they are, 
these cakes often seem too 
daunting to create at home. 
To help demystify the art of 
creating this decadent 
Christmas dessert, I sought 
out the expertise of Jeramie 
Wager, Chef De Cuisine at 
Patrona Restaurant in down- 
town Ukiah. 

This popular and impres- 
sive treat is composed of a 
length of jelly-roll sponge 
cake spread with butter 
cream filling, rolled, and 
elaborately decorated. 

“A lot of effort is put into 
the final product once the 
cake is rolled," said Wager. 

The decorations often 
include a shiny chocolate 
"bark" made from additional 
butter cream filling and gar- 
nished with cocoa-dusted 
meringue mushrooms, so 
cleverly sculpted they might 
almost be real, and some- 
times with almond-paste 
holly leaves as well. 

Pieces of cake are often 
attached to resemble "branch- 
es" of the log. “The cake is 
rolled up jelly roll style, so 
once it is cut into, a lovely 
spiral of luscious cream is 
exposed in contrast to the 
chocolate sponge cake sur- 
rounding it," said Wager. 
“The decorating can be a 
spectacular sight.” 

If the cake is too dry, it 
might crack when it is 
rolled, but don’t worry. 
“Plenty of icing and decora-

tion will cover any telltale 
cracks,” said Wager. “The 
final product has lines and 
groves placed in the icing so 
it resembles bark. Be sure to 
“use the finest chocolate you 
can find.” 

Until the late 1800s, real 
Yule logs — the kind found in 
nature -- were cut from red 
oak trees and burned all day 
on Christmas Eve and into 
Christmas Day. Over the 
years, the log was trans- 
formed into a smaller table 
ornament embellished with 
greenery and candles with the 
advent of closed fires and 
hearths. 

By the Victorian era the 
edible version had emerged 
as a chocolate roll smothered 
in powdered sugar and 
topped with a Christmas 
scene or a sprig of holly, sim- 
ilar to the Yule Log we eat 
today. 

If you’re up to the chal- 
lenge of making your own 
Yule log, Wager offers his 
variation of a traditional 
recipe used in England dur- 
ing the turn of the century.

President George W. 


Bush this week vetoed a 
bipartisan bill that would 
have extended and expanded 
the State Children’s Health 
Insurance Program. 
Whatever the political 
consequences of cutting a 
popular health care program 
for kids less than two weeks 
before Christmas, vetoing 
the bill is reckless and ill- 
considered health policy. ... 
For nearly a decade, the 
percentage of businesses 
that offer health insurance to 
their workers has been slip- 


ping. 

Before 2005, however, 
the number of uninsured 
children had been falling. 
The credit goes to Medicaid 
and SCHIP, which covers 
children in families earning 
too much to qualify for 
Medicaid but too little to 
afford insurance. 

SCHIP was due to expire 
in October, but Congress 
passed a temporary exten- 
sion. The bill vetoed this 
week would have revised 
and expanded the program. 

About 5.8 million chil- 
dren now insured would 
have been covered. Most, 
about 3.4 million, already 
are eligible, but their fami- 
lies don’t know it. The bill 
would have provided money 
for advertising and outreach. 

Bush and some congres- 
sional Republicans have 
used specious arguments to 
attack SCHIP. The most out- 
rageous, of course, is Bush’s 
insistence that expanding 
health coverage for children 
is somehow the first step 
toward national health insur- 
ance -- as if that were a bad 
thing. How can providing 
health care to more children 
be a bad thing? ...

Those who say the 85 
major leaguers identified in 
the George Mitchell report 
as using steroids did so 
because they wanted to

Mitchell stated that up to 8 
percent of MLB players took 
performance-enhancing 
drugs during what's been 
dubbed the “Steroids Era" of 
the 1990s. In that case, it's 
likely that some of these 
users took “the juice" not to 
give them an unfair edge but 
because they wanted to keep 
up with “everyone else" who 
was using dangerous sub- 
stances to bulk up.

Congress’ approval 
going down the dumps 


Hell bent on driving its approval rating into single 
digits, Congress adjourned after passing an omnibus 
spending bill larded with at least 8,993 earmarks cost- 
ing at least $7.4 billion -- the precise number and 
amount will be unclear until implications of some 
obscure provisions are deciphered. The gusher of ear- 
marks was a triumph of bipartisanship, which often is 
a synonym for kleptocracy. 

This was the first year since 1994 that Democrats 
controlled both houses. Consider Congress’ agreeably 
meager record: 

It raised the hourly minimum wage from $5.15 to 
$5.85 -- less than the $7 entry wage at McDonald’s -- 
thereby increasing the wages of less than 0.5 percent of 
the work force. Rebuffing George W. Bush, who advo- 
cates halting farm subsidies to those with adjusted 
gross incomes of more than $200,000, the Senate also 
rejected -- more bipartisanship -- a cap at $750,000. 
This, in spite of the fact that farm income has soared to 
record levels, partly because Congress shares the pres- 
ident’s loopy enthusiasm for ethanol and wants more 
corn and other agricultural matter turned into fuel. 

Although Congress trembles for the future of the 
planet, it was unwilling to eliminate the 54-cent-a-gal- 
lon tariff on Brazilian ethanol. But our polymath 
Congress continued designing automobiles to make 
them less safe (smaller) and more expensive. It did this 
by mandating new fuel efficiency -- a 35 mpg fleet 
average by 2020 -- lest the automotive industry design 
cars people want. And Congress mandated a 12-year 
phaseout of incandescent light bulbs. 

Bruce Raynor, president of the union Unite Here, 
expressed organized labor’s compassionate liberalism 
when he urged sparing workers the burden of democ- 
racy: "There's no reason to subject workers to an elec- 
tion.” The House agreed, voting for “card check" orga- 
nizing that strips workers of their right to a secret bal- 
lot when deciding for or against unionization of their 
workplace. Unions, increasingly unable to argue that 
they add more value than they subtract from workers’ 
lives, crave the “card check" system. Under it, once a 
majority of workers, pressured one at a time by labor 
organizers, sign a card, the union is automatically cer- 
tified as the bargaining agent for all the workers. 
Senate Republicans blocked this, but the Senate 
Democrats voted to cripple the Department of Labor 
agency that requires union bosses to explain how they 
spend their members' money. 

To improve Americans’ health, Congress hopes that 
by 2017, 22 million more people will begin smoking, 
enough to pay the increased cigarette taxes that pur- 
portedly would finance an expansion of SCHIP (State 
Children’s Health Insurance Program). The program, 
supposedly for low-income children, would have been 
expanded to cover many children -- and adults -- from 
households with incomes far above the nation’s medi- 
an income. The president vetoed the expansion. 

Having vowed to end the war in Iraq, House liber- 
als ended the year in a minuet of moral evasion. 
Representatives passed a bill containing money for the 
war in Afghanistan, but not for the one in Iraq. The 
Senate added money for Iraq. House Democrats then 
voted 141-78 against final passage, but House 
Republicans and moderate Democrats passed it and 
liberals headed home to brag about having voted 
against funding the war. 

In January, with much preening, House Democrats 
embraced “‘paygo,” the pay-as-you-go rule that any tax 
cut must be “paid for” by compensatory tax increases 
or revenue cuts. In December, Democrats abandoned it 
because of the alternative minimum tax. 

The AMT was enacted in 1969 as an indignation 
gesture aimed at fewer than 200 rich people who man- 
aged, legally, to owe no taxes. But the enactors 
neglected to index the AMT against inflation, so this 
year it would have been a $50 billion bite out of 23 
million taxpayers. The House voted to repeal it and 
pay for repeal with a $50 billion tax increase. Senate 
Republicans argued that no Congress ever intended the 
AMT to collect, or ever will allow it to collect, such 
large sums from such a large number of Americans. 
Therefore, paygo would siphon $50 billion to compen- 
sate for a fictitious $50 billion. The Senate voted 88-5 
to not collect the AMT this year, the House acquiesced 
and paygo evaporated. 

Rep. John Campbell, a California Republican, notes 
that this year the House took many more votes (1,186) 
than ever but only 146 bills became laws, and most of 
those named buildings or other things, or extended 
existing laws. Congress, and especially the Democratic 
majority, should be congratulated for this because a 
decrease in the quantity of legislation generally means 
an increase in the quality of life.

The Palace was a show- 
place for sure. I remember 
several Election nights where 
everyone, on both sides were 
hanging at the bar or restau- 
rant, and runners went back 
and forth from the courthouse 
to the Palace to write down 
the results of the moment. 
What exciting times! 

I can still see then D.A. Joe 
Allen and Supervisor Norman 
DeVall debating gleefully 
about some issue. There were 
locals and tourists of all sta- 
tions laughing, drinking, gos- 
siping, and sharing. The food 
was good, and once it got 
organized, so was the service. 
It was always packed. 

Another memory, not so 
good, was that awful crooked 
hallway, that, from a woman's 
viewpoint, was a scary place 
to navigate through.

It is clear to us all from the 
experts that it is not and never 
will be safe to rebuild. Last 
month there was a front page 
story on whether is should be, 
followed by a realistic and 
well written editorial asking 
the public to just let the Palace 
go and to face the facts. I 
agree totally. 

But someone in construc- 
tion who had been following 
the stories came up with an 
innovative alternative. He 
agreed that it was unsafe and 
ridiculous to renovate the 
exsting building, but why not 
demolish it before there is a 
major fire or earthquake, and 
save the historical pieces like 
the elevator, bar, (if it is still 


there), and some bricks? Then 
rebuild it exactly as it looked 
before including the ballroom. 

The site is there, and it is 
historical. There are hundreds 
of pictures available to recon- 
struct and renovate everything 
to be as it was. The existing 
bricks could be used for facia, 
the reconstruction could 
assure that the “old girl” will 
be structurally sound, earth- 
quake proof, totally up to code 
and above all, safe. 

The new “revised” Palace 
Hotel could have underground 
basement parking, and state of 
the art electrical, heating and 
cooling. In every way it could 
be a showplace and a viable 
economical source of revenue 
to the city and county. 

It could easily become a 
destination spot for tourists 
(keep in mind those tax dol- 
lars and outside income that 
flows in with tourism) -- and 
would enhance the downtown 
ambiance and our main thor- 
oughfare. I believe it would 
satisfy the historical dwelling. 

Taking a rundown 
Victorian that has seen its bet- 
ter days and restoring it is a 
practice that is going on all 
throughout the nation in 
homes, theaters and buildings. 
It would be like a Kit Car. I 
have always wanted a ‘55 T- 
Bird and I can get one made 
exactly like the original but 
with all the emissions and 
safety standards met. My 
insurance rates would be 
much less as well. So with the 
Palace- it would be safer so 
rates would go down. 

I must say it would be won- 
derful to see the Palace 
returned back to its original 
glory, but safe structurally. 
Certainly there are many local 
architects who could make 
this happen. Maybe even col- 
laborate together to save dol- 
lars. I think the community 
would love and appreciate it, 
because that’s what Ukiah 
does best. It gets together and 
takes care of business for 
those less fortunate than 
themselves, lifts them up, and 
gives them a kick start back to 
normalcy. Remember, Out of 
the Mud, Grows the Lotus.

THE COST OF THE SMARTMETER PROGRAM UPGRADE 


What is the SmartMeter Program Upgrade? 


The SmartMeter Program Upgrade is a proposed upgrade to Pacific Gas & Electric Company's (PG&E) Advanced 
Metering Infrastructure (otherwise known as "SmartMeter") program. PG&E believes that the upgrade will provide 
benefits to our customers and further the State's energy conservation policies. 


In Decision 06-07-027, the California Public Utilities Commission (CPUC) approved PG&E's current SmartMeter 
Program, which is installing advanced meter technology to allow PG&E to remotely read customer meters and to 
record hourly electricity use and daily gas use. 


PG&E believes a few upgrades to its current SmartMeter Program are appropriate and timely. These recommended 
upgrades are consistent with the CPUC's desire to use advanced technology to enhance customer involvement in 
energy demand management and improve energy conservation throughout the state of California. 


What is this Application filing about? 


On December 12, 2007, PG&E filed an application with the CPUC, requesting authority to recover approximately 
$623 million in electric rates to upgrade PG&E's SmartMeter Program. The upgrades consist of: 


* an integrated load limiting connect/disconnect switch; 


* a Home Area Network (HAN) gateway device to enable two-way communication of electricity data and prices with 
customer appliances and other devices; and 


* installing solid state meters that would support the previously-mentioned functionality 


PG&E's request is for future rate recovery through electric distribution rates, beginning January 1, 2009, and 
continuing for 15 years. In this application PG&E is requesting cost recovery for the full cost of the SmartMeter 
Upgrade Project from customers. 


Does this mean rates will increase? 


Yes. Electric distribution rates will increase as early as January 1, 2009, for the SmartMeter Upgrade Project. The 
increase to electric distribution rates will increase charges for both bundled electric customers (customers who 
receive electric generation as well as transmission and distribution service from PG&E) and for customers that 
purchase electricity from other suppliers (e.g., direct access customers). 


If the CPUC approves PG&E's request, bills for bundled electric customers who use less than 130% of their baseline 
allowance would not increase. The bill for a typical bundled customer using 550 kWh per month would increase 
$0.26 from $71.92 to $72.18. The bill for a typical bundled customer using approximately twice the average 
baseline allowance, or 850 kWh per month, would increase $1.87 from $149.03 to $150.90 per month. Individual 
customers' bills may differ. 


PG&E will provide an illustrative allocation table of the increases among customer classes in its proposal in a bill 
insert to be mailed directly to customers beginning in January, 2008. 


THE CPUC PROCESS 


The CPUC's independent Division of Ratepayer Advocates (DRA) will review this application filing, analyze the 
proposal and present an independent analysis and recommendations for the CPUC's consideration. Other parties 
may also participate. 


The CPUC may hold evidentiary hearings where the parties of record present their proposals in testimony and are 
subject to cross-examination before an Administrative Law Judge. These hearings are open to the public, but only 
those who are parties of record can present evidence or cross-examine witnesses during evidentiary hearings. 


After considering all proposals and evidence presented during the hearing process, the CPUC will issue a draft decision. 
When the CPUC acts on this application, it may adopt all or part of PG&E's request, amend or modify it, or deny the 
application. The CPUC’s final decision may be different from PG&E's proposed application filing.

ple who come here,” Mitch 
says. “It wasn’t too long 
ago that I was fighting for 
the same piece of real 
estate.” Mitch’s new job has 
helped him to regain his 
health and learn new skills. 
“I used to have difficulty 
saying “no,” but I’ve 
become better at keeping 
mischief down.” 

The impression of a 
clean, warm and safe envi- 
ronment was reinforced 
when Bill introduced me to 
a woman with a baby and 
two young children who 
were staying at the house.

Why are the Utilities filing this application?

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Parcells signs 4-year deal to lead 
Dolphins’ football operations

DAVIE, Fla. — Bill Parcells led 
Super Bowl winners from the sideline. 
The Miami Dolphins hope he'll do the 
same from the front office. 

Parcells signed a four-year contract 
Thursday to lead the Dolphins' foot- 
ball operations, one day after turning 
down essentially the same role with 
the Atlanta Falcons. 

The two-time Super Bowl champi- 
on coach will report directly to Miami 
owner Wayne Huizenga, whose affini- 
ty for big-name help now has led him 


to Parcells — a 66-year-old former 
coach of four NFL clubs who owns a 
home in South Florida and now has a 
job there, too. 

"He has a proven track record of 
success everywhere he has been in the 
National Football League," Huizenga 
said. “And his football acumen will 
help put the Miami Dolphins franchise 
back among the elite of the NFL." 

On Wednesday, the expectation 
around the league was that Parcells 
would take over in Atlanta. By the 
afternoon, however, the deal had fallen 
apart, and the Dolphins moved quickly 


to get Parcells to sign a contract. 

"I'm honored to join such an illus- 
trious franchise as the Miami Dolphins 
and to work for one of the best owners 
in the league in Wayne Huizenga," 
Parcells said. "He shares my same 
commitment to winning, and I told 
him I would do everything I can to 
help turn around the team's fortunes." 

The team made the announcement 
shortly after the locker room was 
closed for the day, and roughly 45 
minutes after Dolphins coach Cam 
Cameron sidestepped at least a half- 
dozen questions about Parcells — 


even refusing to say if he's ever met 
the coach. 

“There will potentially be a time to 
have that discussion," Cameron said. 
“Today, I don't see it as being that day 
or this time." 

Parcells will be formally introduced 
on Dec. 27, the team said. 

His arrival has taken nearly all the 
attention off the Dolphins’ game at 
New England on Sunday. But even as 
it appeared certain Parcells was com- 
ing, players didn't say much on the hot

Raiders consider giving rookie quarterback 
his first NFL start against Jacksonville 


ALAMEDA (AP) — Whether 
Oakland rookie quarterback JaMarcus 
Russell makes his first NFL start 
Sunday or not, he isn't too concerned 
about his role against the Jacksonville 
Jaguars. 

"Not at all because I continue to 
prepare as if I’m going to play, no mat- 
ter if I start or not," Russell said 
Thursday. “Whatever (Lane Kiffin's) 
decision is, he's the coach, he's the 
boss. I'll roll with that." 

Earlier this week Kiffin said that 
Russell, the No. 1 overall pick in this 
year's draft, would definitely play 
against the Jaguars but probably 
wouldn't start. Kiffin later switched 
gears and told reporters that the team 
was considering letting Russell, who 
has made only two brief appearances 
this season, start in Jacksonville. 

But despite growing sentiment in 
support of the idea from fans, media 
and players inside Oakland's locker 
room, the Raiders have yet to finalize 
their plans. 


"Exactly how it will play out, I 
don't know that," Kiffin said 
Thursday. *But both guys will play 
and hopefully JaMarcus will 
play for an extended amount 
of time."

“Well, I’m not going to be 
doing either one of those 
jobs,” Parcells said. “So when 
I get down there, I’m going to 
just have to look at the situa- 
tion and speak with those fel- 
las and evaluate things and 
see where we go from there.” 

Parcells’ return didn’t seem 
to be a surprise in Dallas, 
where he retired as coach after 
last season. 

Cowboys vice president 
Stephen Jones, the son of 
Dallas owner Jerry Jones, said 
Parcells was always intrigued 
“not just in the coaching part 
of (football), but putting the 
team together, running the 
organization, trainers to fields 
to scouting department. It was 
always a huge interest to 
him.” 

In Miami, he’ll get his 
chance. 

Huizenga’s desire to get the 
Dolphins back to Super Bowl 
form is no secret. He’s spared 
little expense in that quest, 
and Parcells’ hiring is just the 
latest leap of faith the owner 
has taken. 

In January 2004, Huizenga 
hired the Dolphins’ greatest 
player, Dan Marino, as senior 
vice president of football 
operations, a job created just 
for him. Marino lasted 22 
days before resigning. 

In December 2004, 
Huizenga wooed Nick Saban 
away from LSU with a mas- 
sive contract and gave him 
complete control of the foot- 
ball team. Saban stayed two 
years, went 15-17 in those 
seasons and jilted Miami by 
quitting to become coach at 
Alabama after the 2006 cam- 
paign. 

Now comes maybe the 
biggest catch — a Tuna. 

“I respect what the 
Dolphins name means — the 
legacy of the perfect season, 
and people like coach (Don) 
Shula, Dan Marino and so 
many others who have made 
the team one of the most suc- 
cessful franchises in the 
NFL," Parcells said. “I’m 
looking forward to helping 
restore that winning tradi- 
tion."

NEW YORK Jose 
Canseco, Lenny Dykstra and 
Rafael Palmeiro were among 
nine players accused of dop- 
ing by former major league 
pitcher Jason Grimsley in a 
federal agent’s affidavit 
unsealed Thursday. 

Roger Clemens wasn’t one 
of them, despite a published 
report last year that singled 
him out. He was, however, 
prominently mentioned in last 
week’s Mitchell Report on 
doping, but has denied ever 
using performance-enhancing 
drugs. 

Grimsley accused Canseco, 
Dykstra, Glenallen Hill and 
Geronimo Berroa of taking 
steroids. He also accused 
Chuck Knoblauch of using 
human growth hormone; 
David Segui and Allen 
Watson of using performance- 


enhancing drugs; and 
Palmeiro and Pete Incaviglia 
of taking amphetamines, 


according to IRS Special 
Agent Jeff Novitzky’s sworn 
statement. 

All but Incaviglia, Berroa 
and Watson were mentioned 
last week in the Mitchell 
Report. 

At the request of federal 
prosecutors, a judge in 
Phoenix unsealed the 20-page 
affidavit signed by Novitzky 
in May 2006 used to obtain a 
search warrant for Grimsley’s 
home in Scottsdale, Ariz. 

When the affidavit first was 
released in June 2006, play- 
ers’ names were blacked out. 
The Associated Press asked a 
federal magistrate judge to 
make the complete statement 
public, but the request was 
denied this July. 

In October 2006, the Los 
Angeles Times reported the 
names of Clemens, Andy 
Pettitte, Miguel Tejada, Brian 
Roberts and Jay Gibbons were 
among those blacked out. 
Tejada’s name was mentioned 
when Grimsley described a 
conversation he had with 
Baltimore Orioles teammates 
Tejada, Palmeiro and Sammy 
Sosa about how they would 
play after baseball banned 
amphetamines. 

Segui said last year that his 
name was in the affidavit. 

Just after the newspaper’s 


report was published, Kevin 
Ryan, then the U.S. Attorney 
in San Francisco, said it con- 
tained “significant inaccura- 
cies.” 

On Thursday, the Times 
said it would run a correction 
in Friday’s paper. 

“We acknowledge the inac- 
curacies of the report and 
deeply regret the mistake,” 
Times spokesman Stephan 
Pechdimaldji said. 

In a separate two-page 
order, U.S. Magistrate Judge 
Edward C. Voss in Phoenix 
cited the newspaper for *abu- 
sive reporting" in its article 
that linked Clemens to the 
affidavit. 

"At best, the article is an 
example of  irresponsible 
reporting," Voss wrote. “At 
worst, the "facts! reported 
were simply manufactured. ... 
Hopefully, any reference to 
the Times article as authorita- 
tive will now cease." 

Pettitte and Jay Gibbons 
admitted in recent weeks that 
they used HGH, with the 
pitcher saying he used it twice 
in 2002 — three years before 
it was banned by baseball. 
Earlier this month, Gibbons 
was suspended for the first 15 
days of next season. 

Roberts admitted a single 
use of steroids in 2003. 

*When this grossly inaccu- 
rate story broke in October 
2006, Roger said it was untrue 
and the Los Angeles Times 
chose not to believe him. As 
the record now clearly proves, 
Roger was telling the truth 
then, just as he continues to 
tell the truth today," Clemens’ 
lawyer, Rusty Hardin, said in 
a statement. “Roger Clemens 
did not take steroids, and any- 
body who says he did had bet- 
ter start looking for a hell of a 
good lawyer." 

The affidavit was released 
late in the day, and it was not 
possible to contact the play- 
ers’ union to find out the last 
known representatives of the 
retired players. 

Grimsley did not wish to 
comment on the affidavit, 
according to his agent, Joe 
Bick, who spoke with the for- 
mer pitcher after the docu- 
ment was unsealed. Grimsley 
also declined to cooperate 
with former Senate majority 
leader George Mitchell and

his staff. 

According to  Novitzky, 
Grimsley said he had been 
referred to an amphetamine 
source by former New York 
Yankees strength coach Brian 
McNamee. Grimsley said he 
obtained steroids, HGH and 
amphetamines from that 
source, Novitzky said. The 
source was not identified. 

In Mitchells report, 
McNamee said he injected 
Clemens with steroids and 
that he provided Pettitte with 
HGH. 

The report also said federal 
law enforcement identified 
McNamee as a customer of 
former Mets clubhouse 
employee Kirk Radomski, 
who told Mitchell he had sold 
performance-enhancing drugs 
to many players. 

Hearst Corp. has been try- 
ing to unseal an affidavit by 
Novitzky used in the case 
involving Radomski, who has 
pleaded guilty and awaits sen- 
tencing on felony charges of 
distributing steroids and laun- 
dering money. Hearst’s 
request was denied in U.S. 
District Court, and the compa- 
ny asked the 2nd U.S. Circuit 
Court of appeals to review the 
case. 

Late Thursday, that affi- 
davit, too, was ordered 
unsealed. Hearst, however, 
was not given a copy. 

“Once again the govern- 
ment is selectively providing 
information to only certain 
members of the public, as it 
did with Mr. Mitchell, rather 
than making it widely avail- 
able to all Americans who 
care about baseball,” Hearst 
lawyer Eve Burton said. “This 
is a disservice to everyone 
involved.” 


Investigators in the 
BALCO case in San 
Francisco said last year 


Grimsley initially cooperated 
with their investigation but 
then withdrew his assistance. 
Authorities tracked a package 
contained HGH to Grimsley's 
house in April 2006 and raid- 
ed the home in June. 

Grimsley, who spent 15 
seasons in the major leagues, 
asked for and was given his 
release by the Arizona 
Diamondbacks the day after 
the raid. He has not pitched in 
the big leagues since.

ST. LOUIS (AP) — Najeh 
Davenport is a career backup 
running back with typical 
non-descript statistics. Except 
when he's playing the St. 
Louis Rams. 

The Pittsburgh Steelers' 
top-rated defense was porous 
again in a 41-24 victory over 
the St. Louis Rams on 
Thursday night. 

But Davenport’s three 
touchdowns and 123 yards 
rushing on 24 carries in relief 
of injured Willie Parker 
allowed them to break out of a 
late-season swoon and move 
one step closer to a playoff 
berth. 

Isaac Bruce caught a 12- 
yard touchdown pass and 
moved into third place on the 
career yards receiving list, 
moving ahead of James 
Lofton, for the Rams. Marc 
Bulger threw three touchdown 
passes but was intercepted 
twice, and Ike Taylor’s 51- 
yard return on an overthrown 
ball on fourth-and-10 with 
3:46 to go put the game out of 
reach. 

Pittsburgh had taken a 10- 
point lead on a 29-yard field 
goal by Jeff Reed only seven 
plays earlier. 

Besides the Bruce mile- 
stone, the only other highlight 
for the Rams (3-12) was retir- 
ing Marshall Faulk’s No. 28 
jersey at halftime of the Rams 
home finale. 

St. Louis finished 1-7 at 
home and had three games 
blacked out because it didn’t 
sell out, and in each of the last 
two weeks there have been 
nearly as many visitors as 
home fans in the Edward 
Jones Dome. 

Parker, who leads the NFL 
with 1,316 yards rushing, 
limped off the field with a 
broken bone in his lower right 
leg in the first quarter after 
only one carry for minus-1 
yard. Davenport eased any

Bush signs law requiring greater energy efficiency

WASHINGTON — Gas guzzlers 
could become relics of the past and 
farmers may rival oil companies in 
producing motor fuels under a new 
energy law. Consumers also will 
save electricity — and money — 
from more efficient refrigerators, 
furnaces and dishwashers. 

There will be improved efficiency 
labeling on TVs and computers. And 
the office building of the future may 
need less energy and rely more on 
wind, solar or biomass, becoming 
zero emitters of greenhouse gases. 

That's the future outlined by some 
energy experts as a result of new leg- 
islation President Bush signed on 
Wednesday. 

Automakers now will be required 
to achieve an industrywide average 
fuel efficiency for cars, SUVs and 
small trucks of 35 miles per gallon 
by 2020, a 40 percent jump and the 
first increase in the federal require- 
ment in 32 years. 

The bill also stands to change the 
fuel motorists will use to power 
those cars, requiring a sixfold 
increase in the use of ethanol instead 
of gasoline. And it revs up the push 
for efficiency on everything from 


light bulbs and home furnaces to new 
commercial buildings. 

Bush said these measures are “a 
major step toward reducing our 
dependence on oil" and addressing 
global warming. 

"Taken together, all these mea- 
sures will help us improve our envi- 
ronment," Bush said at an Energy 
Department signing ceremony, 
adding that they “could reduce pro- 
jected carbon dioxide emissions by 
billions of metric tons.” Carbon 
dioxide from burning fossil fuels is 
the leading greenhouse gas, trapping 
the sun’s heat in the atmosphere. 

“We think it’s the most significant 
energy saving law ever,” said Lowell 
Ungar, policy director at the Alliance 
to Save Energy, a private advocacy 
group. 

The availability of more fuel-effi- 
cient vehicles is expected to save 1.1 
million barrels of oil a day and save 
consumers $700 to $1,000 a year in 
fuel costs, according to an analysis 
by the Union of Concerned 
Scientists, an advocacy group, that 
was widely cited during congression- 
al debate on the bill. 

But second to that, the simple 
light bulb will likely bring the 
biggest energy saving to consumers. 

The law calls for the phaseout, 


beginning in 2012, of the inefficient 
incandescent bulb that has been in 
use since the days of Thomas Edison. 
By 2014 these bulbs “will be virtual- 
ly obsolete,” says Sen. Jeff 
Bingaman, D-N.M., who authored 
the lighting provision in the bill. 

While the law will not dictate spe- 
cific technology, the 100-watt bulb 
will have to be replaced, for exam- 
ple, by one that provides the same 
amount of light for 72 watts, with 
additional improvements required by 
2020. 

"[t's a big deal," Bingaman said in 
an interview. “These (new) standards 
will improve lighting efficiency by 
70 percent by 2020." That's an elec- 
tricity saving equal to shutting down 
24 coal-burning power plants, and 
saving consumers $6 billion for elec- 
tricity, Bingaman estimates. 

The law also requires new energy 
efficiency standards for refrigerators, 
freezers, dishwashers and clothes 
washers, and requires improved 
energy-use labeling on light bulbs, 
televisions, computer monitors and 
other electronic products. 

Homeowners may also find more 
efficient natural gas furnaces on the 
market. The bill makes clear that the 
Energy Department can issue more 
stringent efficiency requirements for 


furnaces in colder regions of the 
country than they do nationwide. It 
requires the department to move 
faster to issue appliance standards. 

Ungar said a new program to fos- 
ter more energy-efficient commer- 
cial buildings "is potentially huge" 
since such buildings account for 
much of the energy used today. But 
he cautioned that while the law 
authorizes programs to spur con- 
struction of so-called green build- 
ings, Congress must still come up 
with money to fund the program. 

Carlos Riva, president of 
Verenium Corp., a pioneer in devel- 
oping cellulosic ethanol, says the 
new ethanol mandate will bring the 
investments needed to dramatically 
expand ethanol use. 

"We know the science and the 
process technology. The challenge is 
scaling it up to a point where it's 
competitive," Riva said in an inter- 
view. He predicted that within 15 
years 20 percent of fuel people put 
into their cars will be alternative 
fuels such as ethanol. 

"There will be more consumer 
demand for flex fuel vehicles," he 
said, referring to cars that can run on 
85 percent ethanol blends. Verenium 
plans soon to finish construction of a 
demonstration ethanol plant and has 


plans for a commercial-scale plant 
within four years. Cellulosic ethanol 
is derived from materials such as 
prairie grass and wood chips. 

Auto company engineers already 
have begun work to find ways to 
meet the new fuel economy standard. 
While the 35 mpg requirement won't 
go into effect for 13 years, the 
Transportation Department could 
begin ratcheting up mileage require- 
ments as early as the 2011 car mod- 
els. Eventually, some vehicles will 
have to exceed the 35 mpg, while 
others — some SUVs, for example 
— may fall short as long as the over- 
all fleet average is 35 mpg, about 10 
mpg higher than today's total fleet 
average. 

Consumers are likely to see more 
advanced gas-electric hybrid vehi- 
cles, clean-diesel powered SUVs and 
small trucks, and more cars running 
on ethanol blends, according to auto 
company executives. Vehicles are 
expected to be lighter, but not neces- 
sarily smaller, with more sophisticat- 
ed engine and transmission technolo- 
gies aimed at saving fuel.

Experts: Factors such as job growth factor into housing doldrums

LOS ANGELES — Would-be buyers and 
frustrated home sellers across the nation have 
one thing in common: They want to know 
when the downtrodden housing market will 
finally hit bottom. 

Yet even as sales and prices keep dropping 
in California and other states, experts say pin- 
pointing the bottom of the market isn’t as crit- 
ical or as simple as many people think. 

Unlike stocks, when turnarounds can come 
suddenly, changes in the housing market typi- 
cally occur much more gradually. 

“The bottom is a process, it’s not a time 
point,” said Delores Conway, director of the 
Casden Forecast at the USC Lusk Center for 
Real Estate. 

Prices are not going to immediately jump 
even when the market does hit bottom, she 
said. 

“You have time. You have at least six 
months, maybe a year,” she said. 

In addition, divining whether the bottom is

around the corner or farther down the road 
involves more than watching price and sales 
figures. Job growth, loan financing and new 
construction also factor into the equation, 
experts said. 

Market-watchers in California got their lat- 
est jolt of bad housing news on Thursday, when 
a real estate tracking firm said the state posted 
its 26th consecutive month of year-over-year 
declines in home sales and another drop in 
median home prices. 

California was among the first states to see 
home prices soar at the start of the boom. The 
San Diego metro area saw prices skyrocket a 
year ahead of the rest of the nation and was 
also among the first markets to see prices tum- 
ble. 

The latest California figures echo similarly 
dismal numbers in many other U.S. markets 
that, like California, were enjoying huge run- 
ups in prices only two years ago. 

In all, 25,578 homes were sold last month in 
California, down 38.8 percent from the same 
month last year — the steepest decline for

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November in more than 20 years, according to 
DataQuick Information Systems. 

Meanwhile, the statewide median home 
price plummeted 11.9 percent to $414,000, 
compared to the year-ago month. 

One major cause of the lagging sales in 
California and other high-priced states is tight- 
ened lending practices that have made it more 
difficult to get jumbo loans exceeding 
$417,000 — the current limit on the amount 
that government-backed mortgage companies 
Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac will buy from 
lenders. 

Along with financing, experts look at sever- 
al other key metrics to gauge housing markets, 
which vary widely from state to state and even 
neighborhood to neighborhood. 

One key indicator of a turnaround would be 
sales that stabilize over several months. But 
that doesn't mean prices would stop falling 
immediately, according to Edward Leamer, a 
senior economist at the University of 
California, Los Angeles. 

“Buyers don't need to worry about hitting 


the bottom exactly as far as sales volumes are 
concerned," Leamer said. “Even as sales vol- 
umes stop declining, prices won't stabilize for 
quite a while after that." 

Another key indicator that the market has hit 
bottom will be home prices. 

“If we see prices have stopped going down 
or are moving up, that's a very good sign," 
Conway said. 

Some experts also suggest watching how 
aggressively homebuilders are discounting 
new homes. 

The downturn left many major builders sad- 
dled with unsold inventory, and they've been 
dramatically slashing prices and offering 
incentives to lure buyers. 

When builders begin to think the market has 
bottomed out, they are likely to stop offering 
those discounts, Leamer said. 

"Once that happens, those prices for new 
homes will stabilize," he said. 

As builders gain confidence, they may also 
start to ramp up construction and land acquisi- 
tion.
